Unusual ruling 


‘Anomaly’ may 
be addressed

Although it has not hap- 
pened, it is possible that a per- 
son. residing outside of Granite 
City Township could be elected 
a Granite City Township 
official. 

“Tt is an anomaly. It defies 
legie and I. believe it is_ the 
o place in the state where 
this could happen,’’ Madison 
County State’s Attorney Bill 
Haine said Friday when posed 
with a hypothetical question 
“Jt could certainly happen. It’s 
a valid question that, quite 
frankly, I’ve been ducking for 
several years. And if it’s 
raised again, I’ll duck again.’’ 

Due to an unusual Appellate 
Court decision, Granite City 
and-Granite City Township are 
considered coterminous — that 
is, having the same boundaries 
— for political purposes, but 
not when it comes to annex- 
ation. 

As-a result, the city’s mayor 
and 14 aldermen also, serve on 
the town board. Similarly, the 
city clerk serves as town 
clerk. Candidates run for the 
city office and, if elected, auto- 
matically serve in township 
posts as well. 

But because the actual city 
and township boundaries are 
no longer identical, some city 
residents are not residents of 
Granite City Township 

And one of those residents 
could, at least hypothetically, 
serve on the governing board 
the township — even though he 
or she doesn’t live in the town- 
ship. 

For example, a resident of 
Nameoki Township who lives 
in the city could run for alder- 
man, city clerk or even mayor. 
If elected, he or she would be 
making decisions as a town- 
ship official that would affect 
Granite City Township resi- 
dents.

A Madison County jury deliberated 
less than an hour Friday before finding 
Granite City businessman Ron Goforth

Goforth skipped out of the trial after 
testifying on his own behalf Thursday 
afternoon and neither authorities nor

Hanukkah reaffirms freedom SE 
oy

Hanukkah songs 
‘There are as many 
Hanukkah traditions as there 

o spell the word, but 
regardless of whether it’s 
spelled “Hanukkah” or 
“Chanukah,” it means one 
thing — a Jewish holiday 
signifying the freedom to 
worship 

In spite of Hanukkah’s focus 
on a “‘miracle”’ and its 
occurrence near the Christmas 
season, the observance is not 
related to the Christian 
celebration of Christmas. 

The Festival of Lights, as it 
is also called, is based on an 
actual event in 164 B.C. 

Then, a small band of Jews, 
rebelling against about 200 
years of Greek religious 
oppression, fought a 
determined but risky war 
against Greek Hellenists and 
King Antiochus IV, who forced 
pagan practices upon the 
Jewish people 

‘Led by Judah Maccabaeus, 
or Judah the Hammer, the 
Jews fought against seemingly 
overwhelming odds, ousted the 
great Greek armies and 
recaptured their Holy Temple 
in Jerusalem. In finally 
cleansing and rededicating the 
Temple, the Maccabees found 
a tiny vial of sacred oil which 
should have lasted only about 
one day but burned for eight. 
Thus, the ‘‘miracle’’ of 
Hanukkah. 

Rabbi Joshua Einzig, 
2a stant headmaster of H.F. 
Epstein Hebrew Academy, at 
1138 N. Warson Road in west 
St. Louis County, sees a 
modern application to this 
ancient story he tells students. 

“The miracles were that the 
Jews were able to overcome 
the other armies and that they 
rededicated their menorah in 
the Temple,” Einzig said. ‘‘In 
Hebrew, the words ‘Hanukkah’ 
and ‘education’ come from the 
same root word, and on 
Hanukkah, we're rededicating 
our commitment to Jewish 
education 

“We're also teaching our 
children the importance of 
fighting for the right to 
worship freely and not 
assimilate into others’ 
cultures, an important theme 
of the holiday.’” 

Hanukkah has come to be 
associated with several 
customs and symbols, and one 
of its most recognizable 
symbols is the menorah — a 
candelabra with places for 
ight candles and a shamas, or 
servant candle used to light 
the others. 

An additional candle is 
kindled each night, with the 
latest one lit amid’ special 
prayers. Then, the menorah is 
placed in a window for all to 
ébserve. By the eighth night,
